Discuss  the  title  of  the  poem.  Talk  about  some  of  the  secrets  the  child  has 
had.  Discuss  how  difficult  it  sometimes  is  to  keep  a secret,  especially  if  it 
is  something  exciting  that  is  going  to  happen. 

Then  have 
him  listen  while  you  read  the  poem. 

After  reading  the  poem  twice,  have  the  child  tell  what  the  secret  was  and  what 
clues  were  given. 

Reread  the  poem  and  discuss  who  knows  the  secret,  why  the  cherry  tree  knows 
it  and  how  the  person  in  the  poem  knows  about  it . 

Go  over  verse  one.  Have  the  child  listen  for  rhyming  words.  Do  the  same 
with  verse  two. 

Let  the  child  look  at  the  poem  to  find  two  contractions  (give  help  in  reading 
them)  and  two  compound  words.  The  child  should  be  able  to  read  somethings, 
but  may  need  help  with  the  word  nobody  .
